Safd letter ■ contained certain contra- 
dirtions cs well as some repetitions of 
arbitrary decisions, and hud no value 
for want, of attitude to many prihcipci 
matters.- 

incidentally the Congressman, Hon. 
Michael A, FEIGHAN did not give me 
any answer to my letter, although I 
called four times his office and sent 
him a telegram one week later. 

To date I am siill without any reply of 
the HON. FEIGHAN. 

In consideration of my poor health, con- 
dition, the blood disease of my husband 
and In Interest of our In the meantime 
born daughter I am forced now In this 
wav to bring our matters to the attention 
Of the United Stales Government. 

In view of the foregoing I am asking 4 , 
herewith the president of the u.
